for the switchmen which, union 
officials say, would take 66,000 
members from the brotherhood 
of Railway Trainmen and 50,000 
from the switchmens' union of 
Norht America, and practically 
disrupt the latter organization. 
The addition to the demands has 
a^Mirently widened the split be- 
tween the Brotherhoods and the 
strikers. First reports during the 
forenoon were that the strike 
\vouId be called off this after- 
noon.
